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DEPUTY-GOVERNOR STEPHEN GOODYEAR OF 
NEW HAVEN, REVEREND JOHN BISHOP OF 
STAMFORD, AND THE LAKE AND 
WATTS FAMILIES OF BOSTON

The writer’s attention was directed by Mr. Clarence Almon 
Torrey, of Dorchester, Mass., to certain letters written by Rev. 
John Bishop of Stamford, Conn., to Rev. Increase Mather which 
were published in the Collections of the Massachusetts Historical 
Society, 4th Series, vol. 8, and to the implications of certain 
relationships specified in these letters. 

Extracts from these letters were included in an article on Rev. 
John Bishop, by Nathaniel Holmes Bishop, published in The 
New York Genealogical and Biographical Record, vol. 28, see 
page 92. On 26 Apr. 1676, John Bishop referred to ‘‘my poor 
sister Lake in her afflicted state,’’ and on 13 Apr. 1677, was glad 
‘*that my brother Lake’s bones (at least) were found & brought 
to decent burial in Boston, a renewal of his wife’s sorrow it 
must be.’’ On 12 Aug. 1672, he mentioned receiving two books 
from Mather, ‘‘one with a letter to my Brother Wakeman of 
Fairfield,’’ and ‘‘my sister Lake and her son.’’ And on 9 Mar. 
1686/7, he paid his respects to ‘‘Mr. John Cotton, your nephew 
who married my niece Anna Lake.’’ 

Capt. Thomas Lake of Boston was killed by the Indians in 
August 1676; his daughter Ann married Rev. John Cotton in 
1686 ; and the wife of Thomas Lake was Mary Goodyear. The 
wife of Rev. Samuel Wakeman of Fairfield, whom Bishop 
referred to as his brother, was Hannah Goodyear. Mary and 
Hannah Goodyear were sisters, daughters of Deputy-Governor 
Stephen Goodyear of New Haven. It therefore follows that 
Rebecca, first wife of Rev. John Bishop, was another daughter 
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of Stephen Goodyear, since the relationships specified could not 
have come about in any other way.* Furthermore, John and 
Rebecca Bishop named a son Stephen and daughter Mary, after 
Rebecea’s parents; Mrs. Mary (Goodyear) Lake named a 
daughter Rebecca, after her sister; and Mrs. Lydia (Goodyear) 
Watts, the other sister, also named a daughter Rebecca. 


Goodyear Family 


Zachary Goodyear married at St. Michael’s Cornhill, London, 
England, 5 July 1596, Susanna Baxter. The will of Zachary 
Goodyear, citizen and vintner of London, dated 18 July 1613, 
mentioned the Church of St. Gregory near Paul’s in London; 
my loving mother; cousin Mary Storey; son Stephen residuary 
heir and executor ; my loving brothers, John Partridge, scrivener, 
and Ralph Bowlton, merchant tailor, citizens of London. 
Administration was granted, 31 July 1613, to Ralph Bowlton 
during the minority of Stephen Goodyear, who assumed the 
administration, 15 Oct. 1624, having reached full age. 

The records of the Merchant Tailors’ Guild show that on 
14 Aug. 1614 Stephen Goodyear, son of Zachary Goodyear, 
citizen and vintner of London, was bound apprentice to Ralph 
Bowlton of Paternoster Row for seven years, and was freed 
12 Nov. 1621; indicating that he was born in 1600. The will of 
Ralph Bowlton, citizen and merchant tailor of London, dated 
3 Mar. 1648/9, states: ‘‘I forgive my kinsman Stephen Goodyear 
his debt of £100.’’ 

The Lake pedigree in Lincolnshire Pedigrees (Pub. of the 
Harleian Society, vol. 51, p. 577) calls the father of Mary 
(Goodyear) Lake, Stephen Goodyear of London, goldsmith. 
The trade ascribed to him is erroneous. 

One Andrew Goodyear, of St. Ann and Agnes, Aldersgate. 
London, married 20 Dee. 1575, Alice Parkyns, spinster, of 
St. Stephen, Coleman Street.t Stephen Goodyear of New Haven 
named a son Andrew. 

John Parker of London, haberdasher, of the parish of St. Pan- 
cras, Soper Lane, London, in his will 7 and 14 May 1639, proved 
27 Aug. 1639, not knowing ‘‘whether I shall die in England, 
at sea or beyond the seas,’’ desired to be buried in St. Pancras 
Church if he should die in England; disposed of a large estate ; 
and among several people to whom money for mourning was 
given, ‘‘to M* Goodyear and his wife, if they be in England, to 
buy them mourning, ten pounds.’’ 

William Taylor, citizen and haberdasher of London (step- 
father of Edward Rawson, Secretary of the Colony of Massa- 
chusetts), in his will dated 29 Mar. 1650, proved 19 July 1651,

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mentioned his wife Margaret’s ‘‘lease of messuages or tenements 
at or near Paul’s Chain, lately purchased of Stephen Goodyeare 
& other estates.’’ 

Mr. Goodyear was licensed 26 Jan. 1640 to carry 250 pas- 
sengers to New England in the St. John of London. 

Mr. Stephen Goodyear was an original proprietor of New 
Haven, and an early, but not original, subscriber to the Funda- 
mental Agreement of 4 June 1639. He was chosen a Deputy, 
May 1641, and was one of the two Magistrates of the Town 
chosen (with Mr. Eaton) 27 Oct. 1641 and 26 Oct. 1642. On 
6 Apr. 1643 he was appointed member of an advisory committee 
to consult with the New Haven Commissioners of the United 
Colonies. In 1641* he was listed with nine heads in his house- 
hold, and an estate of £1000. 

He was chosen Deputy-Governor of New Haven Colony, 
26 Oct. 1643, and held that office continuously until his death, 
being last elected 27 May 1657. He was Commissioner for the 
United Colonies, 1645 to 1647, and 1650 to 1651. 

He was chosen a Town Auditor, 22 Oct. 1645. He was given 
liberty, 1 Feb. 1647, to brew beer for the Town. He was one 
of the six commissioners appointed for New Haven, 17 June 
1650, to set the bounds between that town and Milford. 

He was a merchant and ship-owner; on 18 May 1641 he 
bought Shelter Island of Mr. Farrett, and sold it 9 June 1651 
for £1600 of merchantable sugar; in 1647 he attempted to buy 
the Zwoll from the authorities at Fort Amsterdam; and in 1651 
was owner, with Edward Stanton, of five-eighths of the Swallow. 
On 10 Mar. 1651, he was appointed member of a committee on 
the settlement at Delaware Bay, and in 1655 he expressed his 
willingness to adventure his life and estate if a company could 
be induced to settle there. Between 1655 and 1657 he had an 
interest in the Iron Works at Stony River. 

STEPHEN GOODYEAR married first, Mary ————, who was lost 
in 1646 at sea on the ‘‘Phantom Ship.’’ He married second, 
MaArGARET (LEWEN) LAMBERTON, widow of Capt. George Lam- 
berton who was lost on the same ship, which he commanded. 
The marriage of George Lamberton of St. Mary’s Whitechapel 
to Margaret Lewen of the same parish occurred 6 Jan. 1628/9 
at St. Nicholas Acons, London.

Bishop Family 


Rev. Joun Bisuopr, of Stamford, Conn., married first, Repecca 
GoopyEarR, born [say 1626], and second, JOANNA (Boyse) 
(PruppEN) WILLETT, daughter of Rev. John Boyse of Halifax, 
eo. York, England, and widow first of Rev. Peter Prudden of 
Milford, Conn., and second of Capt. Thomas Willett. 

The will of Rev. John Bishop, dated 16 Nov. 1694, proved 
12 Mar. 1694/5, requested that he be buried between his two 
wives Rebecca and Joanna ‘‘who are fallen asleep in Jesus and 
gone to Heaven before me’’; sons Stephen, Joseph, Ebenezer, 
and Benjamin; daughter Whiting. 

In one of his letters to Rev. Increase Mather, Mr. Bishop 
wrote that he had had eight sons, of whom four survived.

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Lake Family 


Capr. Tuomas Lake, born about 1615 (stated his age as 43 
in testimony dated 28 June 1658), was eldest son of Richard 
Lake of Irby, co. Lincoln, England, by his second wife, Anne 
Morraly. He was younger half-brother of Sir Edward Lake 
(born about 1597, died 1674, married Anne Bybye), who was 
created Baronet by Charles I, son of Richard Lake by his first 
wife, Anne Wardell. 

Thomas Lake was an eminent merchant of Boston, Mass., 
where he became Captain of the Artillery Company. He was a 
ship owner and in 1654 purchased half of Arrowsie Island in 
the Kennebec. While attempting to escape from his fort on 
Arrowsic Island, during King Philip’s War, he was killed on 
14 Aug. 1676. 

He married, about 1649, Mary Goopyear, baptized 22 Jan. 
1629/30. 

His will, made 27 Jan. 1663/4,* named his sister Lydia Good 
year, cousin George Rokesby, his wife, and children Stephen, 
Thomas and Anne. 

The will of ‘‘Mary Lake Widow and Sole Ex unto Thomas 
Lake of Boston in New England Merch‘,’’ gave ‘‘unto my 
Couzens John Watts and Richard Watts each of them ten pounds 
to buy them mourning. .... And unto my Couzen Mary 
Treworthy Twenty pounds.’’ She gave to her granddaughters 
Mary and Dorothy Cotton, three turkey work chairs apiece. 
She gave ‘‘unto my beloved Son Thomas Lake & his Wife, each 
of them a mourning Ring, as a token of my love.’’ She willed 
‘unto my Son in Law M* John Cotton Ten pounds, All which 
Legacies I will shall be paid them out of the One hundred 
pounds given me by my s* husband, as by Will reference there 
unto being had. And the remainder of s* One hundred pounds 
I will. . . . unto my beloved daughter Ann Cotton together w' 
all that Estate . . . . which was will’d me by her Brother John 
Lake .... Moreover I will .... all other my Estate 
unto my said Daughter Cotton. All which aforre™ premisses 
to be disposed of unto her children. . . . . And in case of Mor- 
tality or want of Issue then to descend unto my Son Thomas 
Lake.’’ Her daughter and son-in-law Mr. John Cotton were 
named executors, with her friend Mr. John Nelson to aid. Dated 
12 July 1708. [Suffolk County Probate, vol. 16, pp. 39 ff. | 

Her son John had died in 1690, leaving a will made 24 June 


1690. ‘‘I John Lake of Boston. ...Mercht. . . . doe heareby 
give .... unto my Hon™ Mother M™. Mary Lake of Boston 
widdow. .. . All my part. . . . of housing. . . . whatsoever of 


right belonging unto me from the Estate of my dec" ffather 


* Not 1675/6, as in the official record copy. The original will was kindly consulted by 
Mr. Clarence A. Torrey. The will was made before the birth of the son John, hence 
does not mention him. 
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Cap™ Tho. Lake wheresoever the same is or may be found 
whither in New England or elce where in possession or rever- 
sion . . . . and doe Constitate my s* Hon™ Mother the Execut* 
of this my last will & Testam‘.’’ Witnessed by Ralph Carter, 
John Watts, Zacheus Mattokes, and proved at Boston by Mrs. 
Mary Lake, 19 Mar. 1690/1. [Jbid, vol. 8, p. 29.] 

The eldest son, Stephen, was sent to England as heir of Sir 
Edward Lake, his uncle, and enrolled in Gray’s Inn, London, 
but died before his uncle. The next son, Thomas, then went to 
England and succeeded his uncle. 

Inscription on gravestone, Copp’s Hill: ‘‘Capt. Thomas Lake, 
aged 61 yeeres, an eminently faithfull servant of God, and one 
of a public spirit: was perfidiously slain by y® Indians at Kenni- 
beck, Avgust y® 14, 1676, and here interred the 13 of March 
following.’’

Watts Family 


Lyp1a GoopyEaR, baptized at New Haven, June 1645, was 
contracted to marry Elkanah Gladman, Jr., of Boston. He died 
and the inventory of his estate was taken 23 Nov. 1664; the 
administrators were Capt. Thomas Bredon and Capt. Thomas 
Lake. ‘‘M* Elkanah Gladman, Father to the late Elkanah Glad- 
man Deceased... . . Desyres & orders that one hundred pounds 
of his Late sonnes Estate, with halfe his Bookes shall bee & goe 
to M™ Lydia Goodyear, who was the Contracted Wife of the 
Late Elkanah Gladman Juno’.’’ 

About 1667 she married JoHN Warts of Boston, and died 
there 29 Sept. 1700. ‘‘Here lyeth buried y® Body of Lydia 


= 
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Watts, aged 55 years, dec’ September y*® 29, 1700’’ (Copp’s Hill 
Epitaphs, p. 30). The age agrees with the birth year of Lydia 
Goodyear. Her sons John and Richard Watts were called 
‘‘eousins’’ in the will of Mary (Goodyear) Lake, and John 
Watts witnessed the will of John Lake in 1690.

ERRORS IN PRINTED MASSACHUSETTS VITAL 
RECORDS

It is not an easy matter to make an accurate copy of early 
Massachusetts vital records. Among the difficulties encountered 
by copyists are: 

1. Poor penmanship of the town clerks; 

2. Faded ink; 

3. Torn or worn leaves in the town records. 

Under the circumstances it is not surprising that, occasionally, 
names and dates are misread. 

In the following records the corrections appear in brackets.

Il. HERBERT PELHAM OF MICHELHAM, SUSSEX, THE GRANDFATHER 


HERBERT PELHAM, Esgq., a descendant of a long and distin- 
guished line of Sussex gentry,’ and eldest son and heir of 
Anthony Pelham, of Buxstepe, parish of Warbleton, Sussex,” 
was born about 1546 (age 20 in 1566,° age 72 in 1612).* His 
father sent him to Cambridge where he matriculated Fellow- 
Commoner from Queen’s, Michaelmas, 1562.5 His father died 
November 22, 1566, before he had attained his twenty-first year, 
and thus at an early age young Herbert became heir of the 
estate and manor house. It was probably not long after this 
that he married Catherine, daughter of John Thatcher of Priest- 
hawes, Westham, Sussex, by whom he had, according to the testi- 
mony of his son, Thomas Pelham, three surviving children.® 

As a young man, Herbert was energetic, and one of the first 
glimpses of him is about 1580 at Pevensey, Sussex, where he 
appears bringing iron (the principal export of the community 
down the ditches in barges during the winter when evidently 
there was considerable demand for the metal. The ground was 
too soft for the wagons to use the marshy roads.* 

His position gave him certain obligations and duties, one of 
which was the office of Sheriff of Sussex, a job he greatly 
detested. On April 25, 1582, he was the second time called

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before the Council at Winchelsea to answer why he had refused 
to assume the duties of that office and he pleaded technical 
grounds. But he finally admitted he was wrong and was allowed 
to go unpunished as he had already been committed by the Lord 
Treasurer to the Marshalsea, where he remained a month and 
two days.’ It is interesting to note that Rev. Francis Marbury, 
father of Anne Hutchinson, had been confined to the Marshalsea 
only three years before because of the expression of certain 
religious ideas at the pulpit. Edward Pelham of Gray’s Inn 
was committed to the Fleet for ‘‘boldness and offense in his 
defense of Herbert Pelham before the Council.’’ England had 
its day when thinkers in the community were imprisoned for 
trivial offenses. 

Soon, however, his fortunes were expanding, and on October 
31, 1587, as Herbert Pelham of Hellingly, Sussex, Esquire, he 
purchased the ‘‘scite of Michelham priory (within the moate 
seven and a half acres thirty-two perches) together with 767 
acres of land,’’ and its manor.’® <A few years later, his first 
wife having died, he consummated a brilliant marriage with 
Elizabeth West,!! eldest daughter of Thomas West, Lord De La 
Warr, and sister of Thomas West, subsequently Lord De La 
Warr, who fifteen years later became first Governor of Virginia. 
Young Elizabeth was born September 11, 1573,'* being almost 
thirty years her husband’s junior. Queen Elizabeth, the Count- 
ess of Lincoln and the Earl of Leicester were sponsors at her 
baptism.'* Herbert and Elizabeth were married at Wherwell, 
Hampshire, February 12, 1593/94. This marks the high-water 
mark of his career. 

It is apparent from the records that have come down to us 
that Herbert lived on a very high scale, for from the time of his 
second marriage to the time of his death he was continually sur- 
rounded by anxious creditors. Three years before the second 
marriage, we find him borrowing £400 from John Mitchel of 
Cuckfield in return for an annuity of 100 marks for 15 years to 
be paid at the manor house of Michelham. Nine years later, he 
conveyed his entire interest in Michelham to Thomas Pelham of 
Laughton, James Thatcher of Priesthawes (in Westham) and 
Thomas Peirse of Hastings in trust to sell and to reserve out of 
the proceeds £400 per annum for the maintenance of himself and 
his family. The residue was to be applied to the discharge of 
his debts. Two years later Michelham was sold to Buckhurst, 
Lord Treasurer of England, for £4700. It was said that he 
made such arrangement because ‘‘by reason of his great debts

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he was not able to travel about the sale of his lands for the satis- 
faction of his said debts yet intended they should be paid as 
soon as they conveniently might.’’® 

But the sale of Michelham did not end his financial difficulties. 
By 1610 he had returned to Crawl near Warbleton, Sussex, for 
a child was born to him there,’® and in 1612 we find this vivid 
picture of him (acknowledgment is due the Banks Manu- 
seripts) 


STAR CHAMBER PROCEEDINGS JAMES I = (1612) 


Herbert Pelham of Crawl, co. Sussex, Esq. 


Complainant aged 72 years, alleges: 

Took a lodging near Inner Temple of one Master Haydon. One 
Richard Bourne of London, merchant, induced one Nicholas Cooper to 
‘eaves drop’ your subject and hired a room for him next your subject. 
They with others made ‘pryinge and lookinge holles’ through the 
walls. They concealed these holes with curtains and spied on him 
a week, ‘as well by daye as candle light.’ They plotted to attack 
him, and came with a number of others ‘arrayed in privie Coats of 
Plate, Shirts of Mail,’ or such like and with ‘Pistolls and other 
Instruments of warr as well Invasive as Defensive’ with a purpose 
to murder your subject. The weapons of each man are described as 
‘swords, dajers, staves.’ They broke his chamber, ‘your said subject 
thinking in your majesties peace,’ and began beating him with their 
weapons and ‘grievously wounded and bruised him, whereat there 
was a fearful outerye of murder.’ They dragged him downstairs 
without cloak or hat and telling the people that he was a ‘ Rebell, 
as if your majesties subject had been some high and hayneous 
traytor.’ They claimed they were sargeants and under sheriffs and 
would not release him till he had promised to pay an alleged debt 
and all their expenses. 

Defendants state that he had been twice outlawed for debt as 
Herbert Pelham of Warbleton, Sussex, and Herbert Pelham of Crawl, 
Sussex, and that they were serving warrants against him for his 
arrest, and that he had been hiding from the court to escape 
judgment. 


The outcome of the suit does not appear but shortly thereafter 
Herbert forsook Sussex and lived in Dorset the remainder of his 
days. He died there, according to the Inquisition Post Mortem, 
April 12, 1620,18§ and the Dean of Sarum’s Transcripts show 
that he was buried at Fordingham: ‘‘Herbert Pelham Esquire 
was buried 21st April 1620.’"° His son, Herbert, then described 
as of Hastings, Sussex, was on May 27 granted the letters of 
administration, the relict Elizabeth consenting.*® Though this 
record indicates he died intestate it is curious to note that in the 
Court of Requests, XXXV, pt. 2, 1621, Herbert Pelham of

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Boston, co. Lincoln, Esquire, is referred to as the executor of 
the last will of Herbert Pelham, late of Fordingham, Dorset, 
deceased.*! 


A further reference to his constant alienation of property 
occurs in the Sussex records shortly after his death: 


King’s pardon by letter patent 4 Feb, 20 James I (1622-23) to 
Sir Thomas Pelham, bart., for acquiring from Herbert Pelham senior, 
esq. and Elizabeth, his wife, without a license, the manors of Peple 
sham alias Pepsham, Warlingtom and Merefeild and some other places. 
(Sussex Archaeological Collections, XXXVII, 47.) 


His widow long survived him. On the north wall of the 
chancel at Fordingham, Dorset, is painted a death’s head under 
which in a lozenge : 

‘fare the arms of West, lord Delawarr, A. a fess dancette sa. Below, 
in gold letters, this inscription in Roman capitals: 

En pedibus subjectos cineres Elizabethae nuper uxoris Herb’ti Pel 
ham, arm. ex illustri stirpe DD De la War oriundae; cuj anni 
juveniles p’acti sunt, in aula sereniss’ reginae Elizabethae, ejus e 
sacro fonte susceptricis; reliqui intra parietes privatos; totus cursus 
in summa pietate absolutus est, ac in beata pace ab hac luce migravit, 
Jan. 15. 1632, aetatis 59.’'™ 


Here is a literal translation : 


Behold! Buried at your feet are the remains of Elizabeth, once the 
wife of Herbert Pelham, Esquire, sprung from the illustrious family 
of the lords De La Warr; whose youth was spent in the palace of 
our most serene Queen Elizabeth, her godmother; the rest of her life 
was spent inside private walls; the whole course of her life was 
devoted to the greatest piety and she departed this life in blessed 
peace January 15, 1632, aged 59.

Ricuarp Cuick, born probably in Ottery St. Mary, Devon, 
England, before 1615, was buried there, 9 Sept. 1678. He mar- 
ried, about 1637,* Jouan ————, who was buried there, 8 Sept. 
1671. 

Richard Chick was a glover, by trade, and was possibly son of 
that John Chick, a glover, who was buried in Ottery St. Mary, 
23 Dee. 1601.

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Ricwarp! Cuick (Richard), baptised in Ottery St. Mary, 
Devon, 16 June 1639, died in Roxbury, Mass., 13 Oct. 1686, 
aged forty-eight years. He married, probably in Ottery 
St. Mary, about 1662, Atice ————, who died in Roxbury, 
19 Mar. 1698-99. 

He was a glover, like his father, and came to New England 
between 1666 and 1678, settling in Roxbury. His second child, 
baptised in Ottery St. Mary, has the name omitted. The tran- 
seriber of the Register calls attention to various omissions of 
this kind in the baptismal records, explaining that the clerk 
entered up the baptism but not remembering the given name 
waited to obtain it and then forgot the matter. 

Richard Chick left no will and no administration was taken 
on his estate. Probably his widow kept the property until her 
death, when the two daughters, the only surviving heirs, sold it: 

‘*Elizabeth Gore of Boston . . . Widow, Nathaniel Atkins of 
Eastham .. . marriner and Winifred his wife The two 
Daughters and Co-heirs of Richard Chick Late of Roxbury . . 
Glover Dec‘ Intestate. . . for. . . Thirty pounds. . . Paid... 
by John Holbrook of Roxbury ... Yeoman... sell. . . unto 
the said John Holbrook . . . All that Messuage . . . and all the 
Land whereon the same Doth stand . . in the late Occupation 
of Alice Chick widow also Dec’. . . (The said Dwelling house 
measures in Length about Twenty one foot Six Inches and in 
Wedth from outside to outside about Eighteen foot) . .,’’ 30 
July 1699.

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THE CROCKERS OF WILLINGTON, CONNECTICUT 
(A New Mayflower Line)

The Crockers of Willington, Conn., are descended from 
Eleazer Crocker, son of Eleazer and Ruth (Chipman) Crocker 
of Barnstable, Mass., and a grandson of the first William Crocker 
of Barnstable. It is well established that his mother, Ruth 
Chipman, was a granddaughter of John Howland of the May- 
flower. But because Eleazer Crocker was a teacher by profes- 
sion, he moved about considerably, which has made it difficult 
to establish his identity. The object of the present article is to 
prove his identity, and to present some account of his family, 
based largely on original record sources not heretofore in print. 

William Crocker of Barnstable had six sons, but we shall not 
need to consider the early generations in detail, except for the 
families of two of his sons, Josiah and Eleazer, Sr., which had 
close relations with each other. For further details, the reader 
is referred to the Barnstable vital records published in The 
Mayflower Descendant,* and to the account of the Crocker 
family in ‘‘Genealogical Notes of Barnstable Families,’’ com- 
piled by Amos Otis and edited by C. F. Swift. 


ELeAzER Crocker, Sr., son of William, born 21 July 1650, 
married first, 7 Apr. 1682, RurH Curpman, who died 8 Apr.

The son Daniel died in 1723, and Eleazer, Sr., died later in the 
same year. The probate records of their estates, from the manu- 
seript copy of Barnstable Probate Records in the library of the 
New England Historie Genealogical Society at Boston, constitute 
the first pieces of evidence to be presented, and very full digests 
are given below. 


Estate of Daniel Crocker 


(Manuscript Barnstable Probate, 6-28, 29.) 
In the name of God Amen the Twenty Second day of March 1723 I 
Daniel Crocker of the Town of Barnstable being very sick & weak in body 


but of perfect mind and memory . .. do make and ordain this my last 
will & testament..... 
Imprimis, I give .... to my brother Nathan Crocker the Land and 


marsh I bought of my brother Eleazer, the said Nathan to pay to Thomas 
Crocker twenty pounds at his demand, and twenty pounds to my brother 
Eleazer at or before the middle of October next and to pay twenty pounds 
(as by the deed is expressed) to my sisters. Also I give unto my brother 
Nathan one shear and half In the thirteenth wood lot of the second corse 
being in partnership with Barnabas Fuller. 

Item, I give unto my Brother Theophilus Crocker one half of a lot of 
the second division of the Late Comons which I had of my honored Father 
Eleazer Crocker also I give unto my Brother Theophilus a pair of Steers 
which are now In the custody of Joseph Smith Jur. 

Item, I give to my Brother Able Crocker my part of the Land & meadow 
which I have in partnership with him which we had of our honoured 
Father by deed of gift excepting the half lot which is given to my brother 
Theophilus above mentioned he the sd Able to pay to my brother Theophilus 
ten pounds by the first of October next and fifteen pounds unto my brother 
Eleazer within two years time. 

Item, I give unto my five sisters viz. Bethiah, Sarah, Ruth, Rebecca & 
Mercy five pounds a peice out of my movable Estate, & my will is that 
after my just debts are paid out of my movable Estate, and my sisters 
Leagecies and there being any remaining it shall be equally divided among 
all my brothers And I do by these presents appoint my well beloved 
brother Nathan Crocker to be my Executor to this my Last will... .

Whereas application is made to me said Judge to settle the Estate of 
Eleazer Crocker Late of Barnstable .... who died Intestate, the real & 
psonal Estate being prised . ... amounts to fifteen hundred eighty nine 
pounds fourteen shillings and two pence, after the debts were paid, and 
the widow allowance and her third of the personal Estate being already 
delivered unto the widow, there remains to be divided, before ye widows 
decease one thousand three hundred & twenty five pounds; .... It remains 
(the eldest son having double portion) that said Estate be divided Into 
ten shares, That is to say to Nathan Crocker the eldest son two hundred 
and sixty five pounds; . . . . To Theophilus, one hundred thirty two pounds 
and Ten shillings, .... To Able Crocker one hundred and thirty two 
pounds and ten shillings, . ... To Eleazer Crocker one hundred thirty two 
and ten shillings, [sic] he having Ree4 one hundred twenty four pounds, 
To Bethiah Whiteing one hundred thirty two pounds and ten shillings,... . 
To Sarah Bursley one hundred thirty two pounds & ten shillings, she having 
recd. sixty two pounds Including the fourty pounds due from Eleazer by 
deed. To Ruth Fuller one hundred thirty two pounds & ten shillings. . . . 
To Rebecca Robins one hundred thirty two pounds and ten shillings. . . . 
And to Mercy the youngest daughter one hundred and thirty two pounds & 
ten shillings . . . . there remains due unto Theophilus Eight pounds & ten 
shillings.

a quarter of a Lott att... . round pond [£15]... . half a lott at Sandy 
neck [£2] .... half of the wood Lott In the Lower Course [£70] . 
and also a third of a small bit of Land and the one third of the Priviledge 
of a Dock and sd Land web belonged unto the sd deceased [£2-10] ....

The distribution of the estate of Eleazer Crocker, Sr., proves 
that his son Eleazer was living in 1724, at which time he was 
31 years old. No marriage or family has been found for him 
in the Barnstable records, nor any record of death or probate 
of his estate. The will of his brother Daniel in 1723 shows that 
Eleazer, Sr., had conveyed land to some of his sons, and that is 
also indicated by the distribution of the elder Eleazer’s estate, 
which specifies how much each child had received during the 
father’s lifetime. Daniel had bought the land of his brother 
Eleazer, Jr., implying, together with the complete lack of fur- 
ther mention of him in Barnstable, that he had moved away. 
Because of the loss of the Barnstable land records by fire, we 
cannot consult the deeds by which Eleazer conveyed prior to 
1723 to his brother Daniel the land he then owned, doubtless his 
by deed of gift from his father, and by which he conveyed after 
1724 his interest in his father’s estate. These deeds, if in 
existence, would have stated his new residence, and thus identi- 
fied him without further trouble. 

Josiah Crocker, brother of Eleazer, Sr., married Melatiah 
Hinckley, daughter of Gov. Thomas Hinckley, and had the 
following sons :

Benjamin Crocker, youngest son of Josiah, was graduated 
from Harvard College in 1713, and settled as a school-teacher 
in Ipswich, Essex County, Mass. He was first cousin of Eleazer 
Crocker, Jr., and only a year older. Benjamin’s brother Seth 
and his cousin Eleazer both settled in Haverhill, also in Essex 
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County; Seth was there by 1717 and died there in 1719, and 
Eleazer appears to have been there by 1718, although at first a 
member of the church in Bradford, a neighboring town which is 
now part of Haverhill. Eleazer of Haverhill, later of Willing- 
ton, Conn., was a school-teacher, and named a son Benjamin, 
and no reason for the name is apparent unless he was named 
after Eleazer’s cousin, the college graduate. It is surmised that 
Eleazer, being unable to attend college, was tutored by his 
cousin; and when Benjamin obtained a post to teach in Essex 
County, his influence may have obtained Eleazer a teaching 
position in the not distant Haverhill. 

The records prove the close connection of these Crockers who 
settled in Essex County. When Benjamin’s brother Seth died 
in Haverhill, the accounts of the estate show that payments were 
made to Eleazer Crocker, seemingly to discharge debts; and 
when Josiah Crocker, another brother of Seth, sold land that 
had belonged to Seth, Eleazer Crocker witnessed the deed. These 
records are given below.

The gravestones mentioned in the memorandum were the head 
and foot stones for Seth Crocker. The inscription states that he 
died 27 June 1719. 

It is quite evident from these records that Eleazer Crocker 
was intimately associated with his cousins Seth and Benjamin. 
It might even be surmised that he was their brother; but the 
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will of their father, Josiah Crocker, made 28 Jan. 1698/9, proved 
22 Feb. 1698/9, named his sons Thomas, Josiah, Ebenezer, Seth 
and Benjamin, and daughters Mercy, Mary, Elsa and Melitiah, 
and his wife Melitiah [The Mayflower Descendant, 33-139}. 
And the will of their brother Josiah Crocker (of Yarmouth), 
dated 27 Apr. 1719, proved 26 Jan. 1721/2, named his wife 
Desire, brother Ebenezer, sisters Mary and Mehitable {Mela- 
tiah?}] Crocker, brother Seth, cousins Josiah, Mary and Anna 
Lewis, children of sister Eles (or Els) Lewis, brother Thomas 
and his son Josiah, and brother Benjamin {Manuscript Barn- 
stable Probate, 5-206 to 208]. 

Benjamin Crocker remained in Ipswich until his death, and 
his will, dated 9 Apr. 1766, proved 27 Apr. 1767, named only 
his wife Elizabeth, daughter Mary Gunnison, and son John 
Crocker [Essex County Probate, File 6561; 343-481]. 

Eleazer Crocker was not brother of Seth and Benjamin, and 
no Eleazer has been found in the Barnstable family who can be 
identified with Eleazer of Haverhill except the son of Eleazer, 
Sr., and Ruth (Chipman) Crocker. Furthermore, there is abso- 
lute proof that Eleazer of Haverhill was from Barnstable, in 
addition to the evidence offered above. The original records of 
the First Church of Christ in Bradford [p. 58] in the baptismal 
entries give under date of 13 July 1718, ‘‘Eliezer Crocker, w°® 
own’d y® Cov‘ on s* Day.’’ In the list of admissions [p. 19], 
under the same date, 13 July 1718, we find ‘‘ Eliezer Crocker of 
Barnstable.’’ In the record of members dismissed from Brad- 
ford Church, under date of 26 June 1720, we find: ‘‘The Chh 
voted to Dismiss, Eliezer Crocker, having before Dismissed all 
of Haverhill, y' were admitted, here.’’ And Haverhill First 
Church records, printed in Collections of Essex Institute [57- 
141], contain among the admissions: ‘‘ Eliezer Crocker, from 
Bradford, Jan. 15, 1720-21.”’ 

Eveazer® CrocKer married at Haverhill, Mass., 7 Apr. 1720, 
JupiITH SANpDeERS [Haverhill Vital Records, 2-78]. James San- 
ders and Hannah Tewksbury were married at Haverhill, 20 Oct. 
1687, and their daughter Judith was born there 17 June 1696. 
The births of two children of Eleazer and Judith Crocker were 
recorded at Haverhill [7b., 1-80] :

Soon after, the family moved to Windham, Conn., where we find 
in the original vital records [A-145] the births of four children 
of ‘‘Eleizer’’ and Judith ‘‘Croker’’:

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Eleazer was probably still living in Windham when the death of 
the daughter Ruth was entered in 1737. Since he had a son 
John whose death was recorded in Willington in 1743, there was 
clearly a second John whose birth was not recorded in either 
town. He may have been born about 1738, after the death of 
Ruth, and about the time the family moved to Willington. His 
mother Judith was about 42 years old in 1738. We therefore 
add:

It will be noted, of the two daughters, that Hannah was named 
after the mother of Judith, while Ruth was named after the 
mother of Eleazer; and Eleazer’s twin sister was also named 
Ruth. As identifying the sons, Capt. Joseph Crocker died 
according to his gravestone on 2 Mar. 1802 in his 82d year, 
which accords well with the birth in Haverhill. Ebenezer 
Crocker died 22 Aug. 1786 in his 62d year, which is in harmony 
with the birth in Windham. These death records are from the 
Willington inscriptions published in The New England His- 
torical and Genealogical Register, vol. 67. 

Proof of Eleazer Crocker’s removal to Willington from Wind- 
ham is found in probate relating to children of John Preston, Jr., 
of Windham. Eleazer Crocker of Windham was appointed 
guardian, 8 Nov. 1737, of three of the minor Preston children,— 
Theodore, David and Samuel,—and a week later appears as 
guardian of five Preston children, including Benjamin and 
William. Eliezer Crocker sold to Jacob Preston, 6 Mar. 1739/40. 
On 9 Nov. 1742, William Preston gave a receipt to his guardian, 
EKleazer Crocker of Willington, and he was of Willington as 
early as 29 Apr. 1741, when Theodore Preston gave a similar 
receipt. [Collections of Essex Institute, 62-165 to 167, 286, 376. | 

Not many years later, Eleazer Crocker located for a short 
time in Glastonbury, Conn., and perhaps thereafter in Tolland, 
Conn., but returned to Willington. Records of the Buckingham 
or Eastbury Society in Glastonbury show that it was voted on 
1 Dec. 1746 for Mr. Crocker to hold school at his house; Eleazer 
Crocker was a member of church committees, 1 Dec. 1746, 8 Dee. 
1746, and 17 Dee. 1747; and Benjamin Crocker was chosen col- 
lector, 17 Dee. 1747. 

Eleazer Crocker and Judith his wife were admitted to the 
Willington Church by recommendation, 18 Sept. 1759. Judith 
wife of Eleazer died 26 Aug. 1776 [Willington Vital Records, 
A-12]. No record of death, gravestone, or probate has been 
found for Eleazer. The will of his son Benjamin, dated 20 Aug. 
1776, in bequeathing land to his son Nathaniel, refers to the 
dwelling ‘‘in which my Honored Father Lives.’’ Title to the 
dwelling evidently vested in Benjamin, and a search of the land 
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records in Willington may show that Eleazer, if he still owned 
realty in his old age, conveyed it to his sons, retaining as was 
often done a life interest in the homestead. That would explain 
the lack of any estate record. [See Stafford Probate Records, 
1-168. 

As a aid to descendants, the families of the three surviving 
sons of Eleazer Crocker will be listed briefly below, based chiefly 
on the copy of Willington Vital Records in the Barbour Collec- 
tion at the State Library, Hartford. The files of the Stafford 
Probate District are very incomplete, but a study of the record 
volumes at Stafford and of the Willington land records would 
doubtless add much detail to the following account.

Benjamin Crocker’s Story 


[History of the Crocker family as related by Benjamin Crocker [born 
1788] to B. D. Crocker [his grandson] in 1871. A copy in possession of 
the family of James Norton Crocker [a grandson of Benjamin] of Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., was supplied to Miss Annetta R. Masland, of Philadelphia. ] 


My father’s name was Elezer and his wife’s Susanna Hink- 
ley, her mother’s name was Susanna Harris. I think a Governor 
Harris was a relative. We have no means of knowing how long 
my father was in the war but we know he was out at two dif- 
ferent times. He was a sentry at the foot of Bunker Hill the 
night the earthworks were being built and in the morning the 
British fired over his head when the bombardment began on the 
discovery of the works. When the British sailed away from 
Boston harbor he occupied a place in the college. The second 
time he was out he was a soldier in New York City when that 
city was captured by the British. He was then sick with camp 
fever and unable to retreat with the army. He with a com- 
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panion was hidden in a ‘meat-box’ by friends until after dark 
when he was taken in a small boat to the New Jersey shore, his 
companion having died while confined in the box. After reach- 
ing the Jersey shore he was taken care of by a Dutchman. 
Father’s health having been broken by the hardships he endured 
he was discharged and returned home to Connecticut. My 
grandfather’s name I think was Benjamin and his wife Fenton 
the given name I think was Sarah. My father had three 
brothers, their names were Seth, Nathaniel, and John who died 
when he was 18 or 19 years old. Seth’s sons were Seth Jr. and 
John. They moved to the western part of N. Y. and ran a small 
distillery. Seth Sr. lived and died in the house at the Robert 
Marshall place on the Arlington road. Nathaniel lived and 
died in Camden Valley. He was twice married. He was always 
rather poor and his children lived around with the relatives or 
worked out. My remembrance is that the California Crocker 
family came from one of these sons, who lived in Fort Miller 
and afterward in Troy. I think their father’s name was 
Nathaniel Jr. I had three brothers and three sisters, Judith, 
Eleazer, Benjamin, Francis, Betsey, Rhoena. Eleazer married 
Patience Stone, a school teacher, who resided in ‘‘ Pumpkin 
Hook.’’ Her people lived in Manchester, Vt. Benjamin mar- 
ried Celinda Norton. Francis married Anna Woodworth. 
Betsey never was married. Rhoena married Eliakim Aiken. 
Judith married James P. MeNitt. 

My father [Eleazer|, Squire Holmes and three or four others 
moved from Conn. on a 500 acre tract which they purchased for 
$2.50 per acre. This land was situated near the present Robert 
Marshall land. Squire Holmes was I believe the money man 
of the lot. They authorized my father to go to N. Y. where the 
land was owned, and negotiate the purchase. He did so and 
made the bargain at 2.50 per acre to be paid for in cattle raised 
on the land. While he was negotiating the loan two men came 
in and waited until the deal was closed. when they followed him 
out and offered 500. for his bargain. He refused as he told 
them he ‘‘would not break his trust.’’ These parties had come 
with the coin to purchase the same property. My father moved 
im one room of Squire Holmes’ house until he could build a log 
house opposite the Marshall house. He afterwards sold out here 
and moved to the Hill farm in Saddle Mountain. 

I think you will no doubt find the regiment, company, ete. in 
which this party was enlisted if you can look over the Conn. 
roll, & especially from Windom, Windom Co. [Windham] as 
that seems to be the point the deeds in my possession eall for 
the home place. I have no records to show anything of this. 
These old deeds were given to B. D. Crocker of Walla Walla, 
Washington by his grandfather Benjamin .Crocker. 
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Zebulon® Crocker in the Revolution 


The Pension File of Zebulon Crocker, Revolutionary War 
(W. 25453), contains letters written home by Zebulon while he 
was in service, also two affidavits from fellow-soldiers, which 
bear out the story told by Eleazer Crocker’s son Benjamin. 
Apparently the cousins Zebulon and Eleazer served in the same 
campaigns in 1776, in Boston and later in New York. The 
second letter below mentions ‘‘Elezer,’’ doubtless his cousin, 
but the two did not serve in the same company in New York.

Honourd Father and Mother after my Duty to you I Would Inform you 
that I arived at the Camp this Day and In Good Health one foot is 
Some Sore our Company is Stationed in one of the Coledges up in the 
third Loft the oficers five in the Second Loft I am in Colonel Duglases 
Regement the Regulars Came out at Dogester [Dorchester] pint [Point] 
the Night Before last and Burnt Some Buildings I Eant Sartain how many 
But the General Say is Nine and Six of our men are missing Whether 
they are killed or took or Deserted to the Regulars I Dont know So no 
more So I Conclude Subscribing my Self Your Dutifull Son

Very Hard Just Hard enuf to Sail prety and None was Sick But it was

We live in the City in a Zebulon Crocker 
House 


I Solomon Fenton of Willington in the County of Tolland & State of 
Connecticut aged 79 years testify that I was well acquainted with Zebulon 
Crocker late of said Willington deceased and know that he enlisted in the 
continental service in the revolutionary war as a private in the month of 
June A D 1776 in what was called the new levies for the term of six 
months The company in which he served was commanded by Capt Jonathan 
Parker & the Regiment by Col. Comfort Sage— He marched with the 
Company to Newyork and being on duty in Newyork myself at the time the 
Brittish took Long Island I saw the said Crocker in Newyork in said Com- 
pany they having then come from Governor’s Island and I saw the said 
Crocker afterwards several times in said service before the expiration of 
said term and was at home in said Willington when he returned home and 
always understood and now believes that he served out said six months and 
was regularly discharged— The said Crocker is now deceased and died 
about 10 or twelve years ago— That Sarah Crocker of said Willington is 
the widow of the said Zebulon and hath remained a widow ever since his 
decease.— 

In the winter previous several men in Willington went on a tour of duty 
to Boston for three months and I believe said Crocker was one of them 
but can not swear to it I was acquainted with the handwriting of said 
Crocker & verily believe the letters herewith forwarded dated at Newyork 
Cambridge &e were written by him. [Acknowledged in 1838.] 


Solomon Fenton 


I Samuel Dunham of Mansfield in the County of Tolland and State of 
Connecticut, aged 83 years testify that I was a soldier in in [sic] the 
Revolutionary War and served as a private in Col. Chester’s Regiment in 
Newyork in the summer of 1776 & in July of that year Zebulon Crocker of 
Willington in Tolland County was doing duty there as a private in a 
Company commanded by Capt Jonathan Parker & in the Regiment com- 
manded by Col. Sage—he enlisted as I then understood for six months— 
and as I was informed by him afterwards & believe served out his time— 
I was then a neighbour to him & lived then in Willington—He has repeat- 
edly told me that he performed a tour of militia duty of two months at 
Boston or Cambridge in the winter of 1776— The said Zebulon died about 
12 years ago and Sarah Crocker of said Willington is his widow and hath 
ever since remained his widow

2. SARAH? BIRCHARD 


Sarah? Birchard came in the ‘‘Truelove,’’ 19 Sept. 1635, with 
her parents, Thomas and Mary Birchard, from England, and 
went with them to Hartford, Connecticut; in 1635, she was said 
to have been nine years old, thus placing her birth about 1626. 

She married Oct. 25, 1647, in Hartford, Bartholomew Bar- 
nard, one of the later settlers of Hartford, Conn.; the record 
says, ‘‘Bartellmaw Barnard was maryed to Sara Burchard the 
twenty & fiue of October one Thousand Six hundreth forty & 
seuen.’’ (N. E. Gen. Reg. Vol. 13, p. 141.) 

Bartholomew Barnard was constable in Hartford, 1655 and 
1665; was one of the original purchasers of land in Coventry, 
Connecticut, in which place he sold his right to James Birchard, 
his nephew. In 1716, a Mr. Barnard of Hartford, acted as 
attorney for Samuel* Birchard, in connection with some land 
at Coventry, Conn. 

Bartholomew Barnard died in 1698, in Hartford, Conn.; his 
will, dated March 9, 1691, was proved April 15, 1698; in this 
will, he mentions wife Sarah Barnard; to his sons, John and 
Joseph, he leaves his house and lands after his wife’s decease. 
To daughter Hannah Barnard, the house and lot called Kelor’s 
lot, and £40. To daughters Elizabeth Wadsworth, Sarah Steele, 
Mary Bunce, each £20. Son John Barnard to be executor. 
(Manwaring’s ‘‘Early Probate Records of Hartford, Conn.,”’ 
Vol. 1, page 536.)

He is remembered as the preserver of the charter of Connecticut, 
when at the meeting on October 31, 1687, he extinguished the 
lights, and was thus able to hide the parchment in the great 
tree, afterwards known as the Charter Oak. 
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His wife Elizabeth Barnard, died Oct. 26, 1710; their children 
were Joseph Wadsworth, born 1682; Elizabeth; Jonathan, bpt. 
Feb. 20, 1687, died young; Ichabod; Hannah and a second 
Jonathan. His will, dated July 6, 1723, proved Mar, 22, 
1730/31, mentions wife Mary, (his 3rd wife), sons Joseph and 
Jonathan, three grandchildren, the children of his deceased 
daughter Elizabeth Marsh, namely Jonathan, Joseph and Eliza- 
beth Marsh; and daughter Hannah Cook. (Savage’s Gen, Dict. 
New Eng., Vol. 4, p. 380; Manwaring’s Prob. Rec. Hartford, 
Conn., III, p. 121; Descendants of John Marsh of Hartford, 
Conn., pp. 21, 189.) 
v. Sarah Barnard, mar. James Steele, whose will was proved Jan. 5, 
1712[1712/13], the inventory of the estate being taken Nov. 25, 
1712. He names his wife Sarah Steele, sons James, Jonathan 
and Stephen, and daughters Sarah, Mary and Elizabeth. 

The widow Sarah Steele was living Feb. 3, 1718/19, before 
which time her son James had died intestate and the heirs were 
his brothers Jonathan and Stephen Steele, and sisters, Sarah, 
wife of John Watson, Elizabeth, wife of Cyprian Watson, and 
Mary, wife of Joseph Ashley. (Savage’s Gen. Dict. New Eng. 
4-180; Manwaring’s Early Prob. Rec. II, p. 305.)

vi. Mary Barnard, named in her father’s will, 1691, as Mary Bunce. 


3. JOHN? BIRCHARD 


John? Birchard, born about 1628, in England, only son, so 
far as known, of Thomas! and Mary (————) Birchard, came 
with his parents in the ship ‘‘Truelove,’’ in 1635, to New Eng- 
land; he went with them to Hartford, Connecticut, and later, to 
Saybrook in the same Colony. He evidently did not remain in 
Saybrook very long, for on March 27, 1651, he was an owner of 
land at Edgartown on Martha’s Vineyard, when his land at 
Meshacket is mentioned (Edgartown rec. 1-124). A division of 
common lands in Edgartown, was made May 8, 1653, among 
twenty proprietors, two of whom were Thomas and John 
Birchard. 

In 1656, according to Banks’ History of Martha’s Vineyard, 
he was chosen town clerk of Edgartown, ‘‘probably in succes- 
sion to his father, and his fine signature indicates excellent 

‘clerical ability and an education above the ordinary. It is to be 
regretted that the records kept by him are not extant, in place 
of the doubtful transcript made in the next century.’’ 

In a town court held June 24, 1656, he brought a suit against 
Edward Andrews, both then living at Edgartown. 

On June 6, 1659, a tract of land, nine miles square, lying 
fourteen miles north of New London, Conn., was purchased of 
the Indians; many of the company had been at Hartford, and 
later, were proprietors of Saybrook, Conn.; the Birchards were 
very enterprising people and were among the first to share in 
the purchase of lands for new settlements. John Birchard, fol- 
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lowing his father’s example in this respect, as well as that of 
being a town clerk and surveyor, became one of the original 
proprietors of the new town, called at first Mohegan, and later, 
Norwich. 

His home lot was one of the original ones, laid out in Novem 
ber 1659; it is described in the Book of Grants, as being bounded 
on the Town street, by the river (Yantic), west by Sergt. Caleb 
Abell’s and east by John Post’s. Caleb Abell had purchased the 
home lot of Robert Wade, and both Wade and Post had come 
from Saybrook. 

Miss Caulkins, in her ‘‘ History of Norwich, Conn.’’ (1874), 
page 66, says, ‘‘Mr. Birchard’s house is supposed to be the one 
still extant at the entrance of Hammer-brook lane, and taken as 
a whole, is without doubt, the most ancient house remaining in 
Norwich. It has had various owners and occupants, but no 
lean-tos, porches, additions or improvements of any kind have 
changed its original outward form. 

‘* According to tradition, it was fortified in the time of King 
Philip’s War, and a garrison kept in it, who made portholes 
under the roof, through which to fire if they should be attacked.’’ 

This house was demolished about 1873; a picture and some 
description is given in the ‘‘Connecticut Quarterly,’’ Vol. 3, 
page 441. 

On July 10, 1662, Thomas Birchard, acting as attorney for 
his son, sold John Birchard’s land at Martha’s Vineyard, to 
Thomas Jones (Edgartown records, 1-129). 

In the record of lands belonging to Thomas Birchard at the 
Vineyard, was one piece of ‘‘two acres more or less I had of 
John Burchard that the town gave him, of which John Eadie 
hath one acre and one Remains Still in my Possession att this 
day.”’ 

John Birchard evidently removed to Norwich, Connecticut, as 
soon as possible after the laying out of the home lots and pro- 
vision for shelter was made. In October, 1663, he was one of 
the ten inhabitants of Norwich who were accepted as freemen 
by the General Court of Connecticut (Col. Ree. Conn., 1-412). 

He soon occupied a prominent place in the new town; was 
appointed clerk of the County Court, in 1673, and was clerk for 
many years, as shown by his signature in the County Court 
Records. 

At the General Court held in May, 1691, ‘‘Mr John Birch- 
wood’’ was appointed commissioner for Norwich, and Mr. Ben- 
jamin Brewster for Norwich and Preston (this included that 
part of Norwich, east of the river, and adjoining Preston) ; 
Capt. James Fitch to administer the oath. 

Oct. 8, 1691, he was one of the deputies to the General Court ; 
and in May, 1692, he and Mr. Brewster were appointed and 
again in May 1693. (Col. Ree. Conn., 4-43, 55, 66, 92.) 
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His autograph as depicted in ‘‘History of Norwich, Conn.,’’ 
page 166, shows rather a larger signature than he usually wrote. 

Joshua, third son of Uncas, Sachem of the Mohegans, in his 
will, made a princely gift of land to a number of prominent 
persons, among them John Birchard. In May, 1678, the General 
Court of Connecticut, allowed and established this will, and 
granted the legatees liberty to possess all of Joshua’s rights in 
this land, provided they complied with the stipulated terms. 

This tract, at first called ‘‘Joshua’s Tract,’’ included the 
present town of Windham, and parts of the surrounding towns. 

To fulfil the conditions of the bequest and to arrange ‘‘for 
settling a plantation upon the land given by Joshua, deceased,’’ 
the legatees met in Norwich, on February 17, 1682, and signed 
an agreement. (See Larned’s ‘‘History of Windham County, 
Conn.,’’ 1-64.) 

No further action was taken for three years, when the legatees 
again met in February, 1685, and agreed to settle in three places, 
for the convenience of lands and meadows. They also appointed 
a committee to lay out such highways as were needful, and 
John Birchard was one of the committee for laying out the land. 

‘‘The sites selected for the three villages were the Hither- 
place or South-east Quarter, now Old Windham; the Ponde- 
place, at Naubesatuck, now Mansfield Center; and the valley of 
the Willimantic, near the present Willimantic.’ 

John Birchard did not move to the new plantation, but sold 
part of his lands to Jonathan Ginnings, and deeded part of it 
to his oldest sons, Samuel and James Birchard, as told in their 
record. 

On Sept. 19, 1693, John Birchard, ‘‘of Norwich, New London 
County,’’ Conn., sold land at Edgartown, on Martha’s Vineyard, 
‘‘which did to me descend from my father Thomas Birehard, 
deceased’’; the sale was made to Thomas Pease, who was related 
to John Pease of Norwich (Duke’s County, Mass., Land Ree. 
1-122). This seems to have been the last of the proprietary 
holdings on the Vineyard, belonging to the Birchards. 

Another new town had interested John Birchard ; on Septem- 
ber 6, 1692, Capt. Samuel Mason, Capt. Benjamin Brewster, 
Capt. John Stanton and Mr. John Birechard, purchased of 
Owaneco, son and successor to Uncas, a tract of land in what is 
now Lebanon, Connecticut, adjoining the original town of Nor- 
wich, on the west. 

This was called the ‘‘Five-Mile Purchase,’’ and was hotly 
contested but was finally settled and the decision of the General 
Court in May, 1705, was that the Court allowed the conveyance 
of the tract of land five miles square in Lebanon made by 
Owaneco, under date of September 6, 1692, to the four above 
named, and also the conveyance made by these four on January 
4, 1699/1700, of the tract ‘‘to the present proprietors thereof 
(who are hereinafter named)’’; the list begins ‘‘to the heirs

of Samuel Mason, John Burchard sen’, John Burchard Jr.,”’ 
and ends with Joseph Burchard. (Col. Ree. Conn., 4-513, 514; 
Hurd’s History of New London County, Conn., Lebanon, page 
499.) 

In 1696 and 1698, he sold lands in Saybrook, Conn., which 
had belonged to his father (Saybrook Land Ree. 1-211, 217), 
but still had a proprietary right in that town, which was finally 
sold on December 11, 1725, by David Birchard, of Norwich, as 
land ‘‘which did belong to my honored grandfather John Birch- 
ard, late of Lebanon, deceased’’ (Jbid., 3-423, 425). 

Early in 1699, John Birchard was preparing to remove once 
more, and this proved to be the last time; on Feb. 27, 1698/9, 
‘* John Birchard Senr, of Norwich, New London County, Colony 
of Connecticut,’’ with ‘‘Jane my wife,’’ for £60 in silver, ‘‘ with 
a dwelling house and a barn to be Built and Finished att the 
Town of Lebanon,’’ conveyed to John Elderkin of Norwich, all 
our home lott conteyning Seven acres more or less and is scittu- 
ate lying and being in the Town of Norwich aforesaid with the 
dwelling house, barn, orchard, well, fences, ... . The said home 
lott is bounded Northerly by the Town Street and easterly by 
the land of John Post, westerly by land formerly belonging to 
Robert Wade and by the River southerly. Other parcels were 
also included. (Land Ree. Norwich, Conn., 2A-29.) As this 
was an original homelot, his wife Jane (Lee) (Hyde) Birchard 
and his oldest son, Samuel Birchard, also signed the deed. 

His old pastor, Rev. James Fitch, removed to Lebanon, as did 
also some other Norwich families. He died there November 17, 
1702, two days before his pastor. 

The only record so far found in connection with the settle- 
ment of his estate is that on Probate Records, New London, 
Conn., Journal 1, page 25. At a Court held at New London, 
June 25, 1703, An inventory of the estate of Mr. John Birchard 
Late of Lebanon, Deceased, was exhibited, accepted & ordered 
recorded ; administration was granted to Jane Birchard Widow 
and Relict of sd John Birchard. The Court orders distribution 
as follows; To the widow one third of the real estate during her 
lifetime and one third of the moveables to be to her and her 
heirs forever. To the eldest son a double portion and to the 
rest of the children an Equal proportion. The inventory 
included ‘‘More than 200 acres in Lebanon; One quarter of a 
lot in Lebanon; land in Norwich.’’ Samuel* Birchard, as eldest 
son, must have received a double portion, according to the law; 
but John? Birchard, in his lifetime, gave land to all of his sons, 
Samuel and James receiving land in Windham, Thomas, John 
and Joseph, in Norwich, and Daniel, in Lebanon. 

So John Birchard spent his busy life, acting as town clerk, 
county clerk, commissioner or justice of the peace, deputy to the 
General Court, dealer in real estate, a promoter of new planta- 
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tions, and an original proprietor of at least four: Edgartown on 
Martha’s Vineyard, Norwich, Windham and Lebanon, Conn., 
and possibly also Saybrook, though he was rather young, being 
barely of full age. 

The following record probably belongs to him, in his capacity 
of surveyor, for the term ‘‘Mr.’’ was not applied except to a 
prominent man. 

At a General Court held in Hartford, October 1700, it was 
voted that ‘‘Whereas the General Assembly hath formerly 
granted to the Rev. Mr. Thomas Buckingham, minister of the 
gospel in Hartford, two hundred acres of land and there is laid 
out for him by Mr. Burcher a tract of land bounded south upon 


a great pond .. . beginning at a grey oak at the southeast 
the line running north to Quinnabaug River* 
re ae gee the Assembly approved the laying out, provided it 
was laid out according to a former grant.’’ (Col. Ree. Conn., 
4-340. ) 


John Birchard married first, July 22, 1653, Christian Andrews, 
the marriage and the births of fourteen children being recorded 
at Norwich, Connecticut (Vit. Rec. Norwich, 1-16). The whole 
entry, judging from the writing, the color of the ink, and the 
whole character of the record, was made at one time; in this 
oldest book of vital records of Norwich, the records of whole 
families were entered at one time, one family usually occupying 
the upper part of a page, though sometimes two families were 
entered on a page, all in the same handwriting, and ink. Then 
at a later date, the remaining space was filled, in various hand- 
writings and shades of ink, by other family records. 

Neither this marriage nor the births of the first four children 
occurred at Norwich, for Norwich was not purchased till June 
1659, and the home lots were laid out in November of that year. 

In 1656, John? Birchard was elected town clerk of Edgartown. 
on Martha’s Vineyard, and lived there till his removal to Nor- 
wich, so the four children were in all probability born on 
Martha’s Vineyard. His marriage may also have been solem- 
nized there, but possibly elsewhere. The parentage of his wife 
has not yet been proved, but it is well to note that John? 
Birchard’s father, Thomas! Birchard, had married as second 
wife, the Widow Katherine Andrews, who in 1659, had a son 
John Andrews, living in London, Eng. 

John and Christian Birchard named their first child Thomas, 
that being his father’s name; they named their second child, 
‘*Katherine,’’ using the ‘‘K’’ instead of a ‘‘C,”’ as did also 
Widow Katherine Andrews. 

A Mary Andrews married January 1656, Thomas Post, who 
had lived at Saybrook, Conn., where the Birchards had also 


* Quinebaug River is partly in the town of Norwich. 
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resided a short time. Thomas Post, like John Birchard, was one 
of the original proprietors of Norwich, Connecticut, and his 
home lot was the third west of Birchard’s; his marriage, Janu- 
ary 1656, was also recorded at Norwich; Sarah, only child of 
Thomas and Mary (Andrews) Post, married Thomas Vincent, 
and the Vincent family had lived at Martha’s Vineyard. 

Records may yet be found proving that Christian and Mary 
Andrews were daughters of Katherine ( ) (Andrews) 
Birchard. The date of Christian (Andrews) Birchard’s death 
is not known, but she died when her children were small. 

John? Birchard married second, Jane (Lee) Hyde, born Sept. 
12, 1640, in Rusper, Sussex County, England, died Jan. 21, 
1722/3 in Lebanon, Conn., daughter of Thomas and Phebe 
(Brown) Lee, of Lyme, Conn.; for her ancestry see N. E. Hist. 
& Gen. Reg., Vol. 61, pp. 116-118; Vol. 62, pp. 199-200; Vol. 63, 
p. 100; Diary of Joshua Hempstead, page 265. 

Her first husband, Samuel? Hyde, who lived across the street 
from the Birchards, died in July 1677 (Vit. Ree. Norwich, 1-16). 
Chancellor Walworth in the Hyde Genealogy, page 4, says that 
John Birchard became guardian of her children who were all 
minors at the time. No authority is quoted for his statement 
and so far, the record has not been found. The will of Samuel 
Hyde, with an inventory of the estate, was exhibited at a County 
Court, September 21, 1677, proved and ordered recorded (New 
London County Court Records, 3-100). 

For many years these County Court records of the earliest 
Courts were loosely fastened together in paper covers, or poor 
bindings, and had many loose and misplaced leaves; possibly a 
further record of Samuel Hyde’s estate, and the appointment of 
a guardian, may have been on one of those loose leaves which are 
now missing. 

Within a few years these valuable early records have been 
subjected to the Emery process, bound and paged (but not 
indexed ). 

Samuel Hyde’s father was living and Jane had relatives, so 
the date of John Birchard’s appointment as guardian for the 
Hyde children, might assist in determining the approximate 
date of this second marriage. 

For reasons given under the records of Daniel® Birchard and 
Lydia (Birchard) Raymond, the writer has concluded that the 
marriage took place before 1680, and that Daniel and Lydia were 
children of this second marriage, despite the fact that Daniel’s 
birth was recorded with the other children ; Lydia’s birth is not 
recorded. 

Jane survived her husband twenty years, dying Jan. 21, 
1722/3, in Lebanon, where she was visited November 22, 1721, 
by her nephew Joshua Hempstead of New London, Conn. 
(Hempstead’s Diary, p. 116). This Hempstead several times 
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called on ‘‘Cuz Daniel Birchard’’ (Jbid., p. 595) and on ‘‘Cuz 
Lydia Raymond’’ (pp. 443, 585), also on ‘‘James Birchard”’ 
and ‘‘old James Birchard’’ (pp. 442, 423).

Notes 


The marriage of John Birchard to Christian Andrews, and the births of 
the first fourteen children, are recorded in Vital Records of Norwich, Conn., 
Vol. 1, pages 22 and 23. 

In those days when early marriages were considered necessary for the 
welfare of the community, the delay of John’ Birchard’s sons was unusual: 
Samuel, born 1663, married about 1695, aged 32; James, born in 1665, 
married in 1695/6, at the age of 30 or 31; Thomas, born in 1669, married 
in 1708, at age of 39; John, born in 1671, married in 1708, aged 37; 
Joseph, born 1673, married in 1710, at age of 37, and Daniel, born in 1680, 
married about 1721, at the age of 41. Only a careful study of many land 
records, in connection with other records, proved the facts conclusively.

It contains by far the fullest list of offices in which wills were 
probated and the fullest list of present places of deposit, some- 
times with pungent comments on the facilities for use of the 
wills. 

The list enables one to determine where a will might have 
been probated and to determine in what modern depositories it 
must be sought in the effort to bring it to light. The Preface 
and the Notes on Testamentary Procedure give much helpful 
information.

This useful little book is issued by the Society of Genealogists 
to supplement the Index of Parish Registers in the Library of 
the Society issued in 1937 (5s plus postage). 

The registers of some eight thousand of the eleven thousand 
parishes are mentioned in these two volumes, which should be 
used together, though it should be noted that a large part of 
the registers have not been copied in full—for example, Philli- 
more prints only marriages. 

Some four thousand of the transcripts listed are to be found 
in the Library of the Society, about five hundred acquired since 
the 1937 list was issued. 

These two volumes are of the greatest help to the genealogist 
working on the English origin of an American immigrant, 
often obviating the necessity of applying to the Rector of the 
Parish, an application too often for one reason or another result- 
ing in disappointment.

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Jagger-Gager Genealogy. First Edition, 1939. By Harry G. Gager, 
157 Fourth Street, San Francisco, Calif. 11 pp. paper-covered. $1.00. 


This pamphlet brings together much useful data about the 
families of Jeremiah Jagger of Stamford, Conn., and John 
Jagger of Southampton, L. I., who were probably brothers, with 
references to Dr. William Gager of Charlestown, Mass. It cor- 
rects some of the many errors which have appeared in print 
about the early Jaggers, and in general the reviewer agrees with 
the compiler’s conclusions. 
To some extent, too much reliance is placed on some of the 
early Long Island historians, whose statements have so often 
| been called into question, and there is not much discrimination 
between documentary and secondary sources. Some conclusions 
which are stated only tentatively or even left open might have 
been settled definitely for once and all. There is, for example, 
no evidence whatever that John Jagger was in Southampton 
prior to 1651, when he was granted a lot ‘‘to ply his trade,”’ 
and the suggestion that he arrived in 1641, departed and per- 
haps followed the sea, and returned in 1651, is therefore beside 
the point. 

Perhaps the next edition will be more definitive by setting 
forth from original sources the first generations of the two fami- 
lies in order, and by eliminating theoretical in favor of proved 
. conclusions. In the meantime, the present edition is useful in 

presenting many facts and in disposing of some of the erroneous 
statements which have gained currency. 


NOTES 


AVAILABILITY OF ENGLISH RECORDS IN WAR 
TIME. It may be of interest to readers of the magazine to 
know something of the opportunities of securing English records 
during the present war. Genealogists in London are busier than 
ever supplying information to interested American clients 
despite the fact that certain records have been removed from 
the City. The mail service has been kept open, although letters 
received by the writer have arrived a few days later than they 
would have under ordinary conditions. If an American desires 
quicker service the finest mail service in the world is available 
by the clipper planes which leave bi-weekly. The postage rate 
is thirty cents an half ounce. 

Many records in London have been removed to the country ; 
others have been placed in fireproof vaults underground. 
| According to a London correspondent who wrote in December

1939: ‘‘the British Public Record Office is open for a limited 
number of searchers (one search room only). The census papers 
are available but many of the earlier manuscripts such as the 
State Papers Domestic have been removed to the country for

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safety. Somerset House | where the Prerogative Court of Can- 
terbury Records are filed] is also open until 3:30 daily. The 
Reading Room of the British Museum is open also but not the 
Manuscript Room: vast quantities of manuscripts have gone to 
the country from here. Other smaller repositories, I think, are 
open as usual—and I have had no difficulty in parish register 
searches.’’ A postscript carries the information that the College

GENEALOGICAL PERIODICALS 
A GLANCE At Our CONTEMPORARIES 


The task of indexing genealogical periodicals is an onerous 
one, but our annual index has proved its usefulness to readers, 
to librarians, and incidentally to the periodicals whose names 
are included. We wish to thank those publishers of magazines 
who have cooperated by supplying copies for indexing. As for 
those who have not done so, we respectfully call their attention 
to the announcement of a year ago that after the end of 1939 
we doubt whether we shall be able to index magazines which are 
not supplied. It will be regrettable if we have to omit any 
periodicals which publish genealogical data. 

The New England Historical and Genealogical Register, under 
the editorship of Harold Clarke Durrell is maintaining the high 
standards it established under its editor emeritus, Henry 
Edwards Scott. The New York Genealogical and Biographical 
Record, under its new editor, L. Effingham de Forest, an able 
and experienced genealogist, is increasing its usefulness in its 
chosen field. 

Of the younger periodicals, we wish to commend especially 

Early Settlers of New York, in which Mrs. Janet Wethy Foley 
has been making available in print many old church and grave- 
yard records of that State, and to call attention to a still more 
youthful contemporary, The Detroit Society for Genealogical 
Research Magazine, which is publishing data of diverse localities 
and periods. Both of these are monthlies. The Ohio Genealog- 
ical Quarterly has completed its third volume, and is performing 
a useful function for Ohio genealogy. 

The National Genealogical Society Quarterly publishes diver- 
sified data, material relating to Pennsylvania and the southern 
states having a preponderance; its greatest service perhaps has 
been the publication of large numbers of abstracts of Revolu- 
tionary War pension records. The Genealogical Magazine of 
New Jersey, besides putting in print an immense number of 
records of that state, has no superior in the genealogical field in 
the perfection of its editing; the editor is Russell Bruce Rankin. 

Some of the older periodicals, society organs included, now 
publish little if any genealogical data. The Mayflower Descend- 
ant, excellent both in its data and in its editing, has suspended 
publication, but we hope it may be able to resume. The Essex 
Institute Historical Collections is no longer replete with valuable 
genealogical data, as earlier volumes were. This past year, The 
Utah Genealogical and Historical Magazine did not, as in the 
past, publish data from the very valuable files of its society. 
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The Pennsylvania Magazine of History and Biography has not, 
for some years, included any amount of genealogical material, 
but the gap is filled by the Publications of the Genealogical 
Society of Pennsylvania, a most useful medium which is issued 
at irregular intervals. 

The American Genealogist, while not limiting its field, has 
specialized in the genealogy of the early colonial period of New 
England and Long Island, and, despite lapses both in judgment 
and in execution, has sought to elevate the standards of gene- 
alogical criticism. The tendency towards a more scientific and 
more scholarly approach to genealogical problems has gained 
momentum in recent years. In this connection, attention is 
directed to the critical articles of William J. Hoffman on the 
origin of Dutch families of New York appearing periodically in 
The New York Genealogical and Biographical Record; to docu- 
mented studies of early Virginia families, such as that of Caro- 
line Kemper Bulkley on ‘‘Immigrant Lawsons of Tidewater’’ 
in William and Mary College Quarterly, Second Series, Volume 
13 (1933) ; to the explosion of the myth of Hapsburg descent of 
the Rittenhouse family by Calvin Kephart in the National Gene- 
alogical Society Quarterly, Volume 26 (December 1938) ; and to 
‘*Matthew Arundel of Wardour Castle vs. Mathew Howard of 
Virginia,’’ by John Bailey Calvert Nicklin, in The Maryland 
Historical Magazine, Volume 34 (December 1939). 

Other recent examples of the trend to higher standards could 
be cited, and those mentioned were selected to show that the 
movement is not limited to New England, but is country-wide. 
The last-mentioned example is a choice one. Complete proof is 
given of the death of Matthew Arundel, with whom some have 
identified the Virginia Mathew Howard, at the age of eleven 
years; and it is further pointed ont that, although Mathew 
Howard’s son John used an armorial seal (of the Howard, not 
Arundel family) in 1696, this seal was willed to him by Henry 
Howard of Ann Arundel County, who did not specify any kin- 
ship. Hence, while it remains possible that Mathew was related 
to Henry and entitled to use the undifferenced arms of the 
Howard family, it is also possible that Henry left him his seal 
merely because he had the same surname or because a common 
ancestry was presumed. 

Thus, along with the printing of new data, one by one the old 
imaginary and fallacious claims are re-examined and the gene- 
alogy of our colonial period is placed on a firmer foundation.
